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This year The Bell is dedicated to two members of the MBA community whose careers we would like to celebrate: Mr. Andy Gaither and Dr. Ed Gaffney. 

In 1 97 1 , a young Mr. Gaither was hired to teach Latin on The Hill after graduating from the University of Tennessee with degrees in English and Latin. Throughout 
his forty-three years at MBA, Mr. Gaither has taught all levels of Latin and served as coach of track, wrestling, cross country, and 8th grade football. He has also been a 
recipient of the Davis Grant and the Wilson Grant and is a member of Totomoi: MBA's honorary fraternity. Mr. Gaither has also served on the Discipline Committee, the 
Curriculum Committee, and has been a sponsor of both the Freshman and Junior Classes. Mr. Gaither also been the adviser to The Bell Ringer and Chair of the Foreign 
Language Department. He has also been recognized as Distinguished Teacher of the Year by the Tennessee Classical Association. 

Dr. Gaffney came to MBA five years after Mr. Gaither, in 1 976. He graduated from Vanderbilt University with a B.A. and M.A. in Latin and a Ph.D. in Classical 
Studies. While it is clear that Dr. Gaffney is a scholar of Latin and Archaic Greek, he also knows German, Italian, Modern Greek, and a myriad of other languages including 
Japanese. Dr. Gaffney has also taught all levels of Latin, including classes in the literature of Cattulus, Horace, Caesar, and Vergil, while somehow finding time to also tear! 
Greek and German. Dr. Gaffney has served as Principal of the Junior School, Chairman of the Foreign Language Department, Academic Dean, Website Manager, and 
Secretary of the Cum Laude Chapter. Also a recipient of the Davis Grant it is no surprise that Dr. Gaffney was also inducted into Totomoi. He has served on the SACS 
Evaluating Committee for Baylor, Pace Academy, Brookstone, Hillwood, Hume Fogg, and several other schools. Dr. Gaffney has also been awarded the Outstanding 
Teaching Award by the Tennessee Foreign Language Teaching Association. 

Both of these men have established their legacy on The Hill. Whether it is Mr. Gaither's weekly aphorisms or his own "Gaitherisms" such as "Here in Wallace 1 5, 
there is no room for mistakes," Mr. Gaither has always placed a great deal of importance on enlightening his students and pushing them to strive for success. Similarly, Dr. 
Gaffney has his own unique ways of motivating his students and though his tactics may often seem unconventional, they have always yielded impressive outcomes. Whilt 
the resumes of both Mr. Gaither and Dr. Gaffney are more than exceptional, it is their commitment to not only their students but also to the MBA community that we want 
to honor.
